WASHINGTON, April 2%.--The German 
Government has entered a formal! protest 
against the language used by Capt. Cogh- 
lan of the Raleigh at the Union League 
Club banquet in New York last Friday 
night. 

The protest was lodged with Secretary 
Hay through the German Ambassador, Herr 
von Holleben. : 

Secretary Hay replied that the language

was fully competent to take such action as 
the case seemed to require. With 
statement the Ambassador was content for 
the time at least and wilt doubtless await 
a reasonable length of time upon the Navy 
Depariment. 

There are semi-official intimations that 
the Ambaseador will not £0 much concern 
himse!f with the course of Capt. Coghlan 
as with the course of the United States in 
dealing with Coghlan.

GUNS ROARED A WELCOME. 


Mayor Ziegenhein Says There as 
Plenty of Time to Make Arrange- 
ments on Behalf of St. Louis.

The 
programme for Monday embraced a hack 
ride over the city at ll a. m., a luncheon at 
the Peckiss Ciub at 1:30 p. m., and a re- 
ception at the same place at night. ‘Tues- 
day morning the vessel weighs anchor. 
The officers of the Nashville are delighted 
with their treatment along the route.” 

As yet no programme of entertainment 
has been mapped out here.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 24.—The lynehing 
of negroes, following fhe, horrible act of 
burning Sam Hose. to death at Newman 
last night,’ continues. Two -others are 
known to have fallen-victims to mobs, the 
first being Elijah Strickland, ‘the alleged 
accomplice of Hose in. the murder of Alfred 
Cranford. The blacks all over North 
Georgia are fleeing ‘to the swamps and 
woods and are being hunted by mobs, par- 
ticularly in the neighborhood of Palmetio, 
where it is declared that at least two 
more leaders must die. 

The body of Strickland «this 
swings from a tree about a mile from Pal- 
metto town limits.

The 5ist lowa Regiment had 
several wounded. The Utah regiment had 
one officer and three men wounded. 

Thirteen dead Filipinos were found in the 
trenches. Their loss was comparatively 
small, on adcount of their safe shelter. 

The Americans carried the second trench 
with ema)! loss and are holding the town. 

The loss of the Nebraska regiment in the 
campaign is the heaviest sustained by any 
regiment, and to-day's disaster has great- 
ly saddened officers and men, who promise 
to take flerce vengence in the next fight.

Train Loads of Negroes on the Way 
to Huntington to Take Places 
of Miners Who Are Now 
on Strike.

FORT SMITH, Ark., Apri! 2#4.—Intense 
excitement prevails at Huntington, where 
the people are in fear of an outbreak 
Should the Kansas & Texas Coal] Co. carry 
out its expressed intention of shipping to 
that place to-day negro miners to operate 
the now idle mines. Two United States 
deputy marshals from this city are now in 
Huntington serving injunctions on the 
Striking miners to restrain them from in- 
terfering with the operation of the mines 


and from interfering with the miners when 
they shail have been imported. 

‘inis injunction was issued on Saturday 
by Judge Rogers, of the Federal Court, 
upon petition of the executive officers of 
the mining company. 

Yesterday Gov. Jones telegraphed Judge 
Rowe, of the Circuit Court of this judicial 
diatrict, to have his peace officers apply 
for an injunction restraining the railroad 
companies from shipping negroes toe Hunt- 
ington. This was done, and Judge Rowe 
issued the restraining order which was 
placed in the hands of the Sheriff, wno had 
a posse guarding the depots of this city 
to intercept negro-bearing trains, and dia- 
arm and turn back the gegroes, but a 
l'nited States marshal! arrived to-day and 
served the restraining order issued by 
Judge Rogers. of the r'ederal Court, conse- 
quentiy trains containing non-union miners 
will not be interfered with as ordered by 
Gov. Jones. 

There is little doubt that a riot will take 
Piace when the negroes land in Hunting- 
ton. 

The situation is regarded as being @ pe- 
culiar one, the State authorities cham- 
pioning the cause of the miners; and the 
Federal authortties that of the operators. 
The Sheriff has declined to appoint depiu- 
tles at Huntington on the ground that his 
doing so would result in bloodshed. His 
representative there is a miner, who, how- 
ever, is not actively identified with the 
strikers, though force of circumstances 
compel him to be neutral. If the imported 
negroes go through to-day, as scheduled, 
they will arrive in Fort Smith about 4 
o'clock this afternoon, leaving here at 4:10 
and arriving at Huntington between 5 and 
6 o'clock.

The Americans Lost 7 Killed and 44 
Wounded in a Sharp Engagement 
in Which Col. Statzenberg 
Was Among the Slain. 


MANILA, April 4, 7:4 p. m.—Gen. Mac. 
Arthur's division left. Malolos to-day, appa- 
rently intending to besiege Cabumpit. 


Gen. Hale, at 4 o'clock this afternoon, had 
crossed the Bagbag River and had reached 
a position a quarter of a mile from Calum- 
pit, thus commanding the ford. Prisoners 
captured by Gen. Hale's troops say Aguin- 
aldo, Gen. Luna and the Filipino staff are 
at Calumpit, with a great force of Filipino 
troops. 


Before daylight the Fourth Cavalry, with 
three guns belonging to the Utah Battery, 
the First Nebraska Regiment and the Fifth 
lowhk Regiment under Hale, were proceeding 
in the direction of Kunichua, where the 
Bagbag ie fordable, but commanded by 
trenches.

IMPORTANT\ ARREST MADE. 


AN EX-UNITED STATES DISTRICT 
ATTORNEY IN CUSTODY. 


From Every City in the Country Come 
Reports of the Seizure of Cigars 
Which Bear the Fradu- 
lent Stamps. 


Special to the Post-Dispateh. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 24.—The gigan- 
tic counterfeiting conspiracy is assuming 
alarming proportions, and the latest devel- 
opments /have stirred up the wholesaie to- 
bacco trade from one end of the country 
to the other. Secret Service Agent Wilk‘e 
and his men are now after conspirators who 
have robbed the Government of $400,000 by 
counterfeiting revenue stamps. From every 
large city reports have been received of 


the seizure of thousands of cigars in 
boxes bearing counterfeit tax stamps, 
which were a part of the output of “Fac- 
tory 3741,"" that being the official designa- 
tion of the establishment operated by Will- 
lam M. Jacobs, who is now under arrest 
in this city. 

Philadelphia cigar dealers are heavy 
losers. Aiready 125,000 cigars packed by 
Jacobs and bearing bogus oa have 
been confiscated in this city, and the Secret 
Service agents Ciaim to be only at the be- 
ginning of their work. 

Jacobs has been able to undersell the 
wholesale market by using the counterfeit 
stamps, and in doing so employed a great 
many high-sounding names on his prod- 
ucts. He employed 600 hands at his fac- 
tory in Lancaster, and as the counterfeit- 
ing has been going on for some time, the 
output must necessar'‘ly have been enor- 
mous. An approximate estimate of the 
amount of money secured by the bogus 
ge 4 conspiracy places it at nearly $500,- 
000. he revenue officers here say Collect- 
ors in different cities have so far confis- 
cated 700.000 cigars of Jacobs’ manufact- 
ure in boxes bearing counterfeit stamps. 

The Federal officers are reticent about 
their movements, but several more im- 
portant arrests are expected soon. It is 
expected that ex-Ass‘stant Djstrict Attor- 
ney Harvey K. Newitt will waive.a hear- 
ing on Tuesday and enter bail tosappear 
at court. e is charged with attempting 
to bribe the Secret Service agents to se- 
cure the protection of the counterfeiters. 

Ex-United States District Attorney Em- 
ery IP. Ingham’s name has been connected 
with the case by rumor. He is Mr. New- 
itt’s law partner. To-day he said: 

“‘All sorts of rumors are floating around. 
So numerous were they that I felt com- 
pelled to take notice of them. One per- 
son came to me and said that he had seen 
the warrant for my arpest. am very 
much surprised to find my name connected 
with the affair, but I suppose that all sorts 
of rumors ,must be allowed to run their 
course.’’ 

To-day former United States District At- 
torney a ee P. Ingham was placed under 
arrest. He is charged, it is said, with at- 
tempted br.bery. 

The arrest was made in Jngham’s office 
at 11:50 a. m., by Chief Wilkie of the Secret 
Service. Ingham's law partner, ex-Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney Har- 
vey K. Newitt, was arrested last week on 
the same charge. 


CONFISCATED IN ST. LOUIS. 


Fifty Thousand Cigars Bearing Bogus 
Revenue Stamps. 

Over 50,000 cigars made at.the Jacobs fac- 
tory in Lancaster, Pa., were confiscated Dy 
revenue officers in St. Louis Sunday. 

So far no arrests have been made, as it 


was found the dealers were innocent vic- 
tims, being unaware that the goods were 
labeled with bogue reveniie stamps. 

The invest'gation Is in charge of Internal 
Revenue Collector Grenner, who put 11 
deputies to work on the case 

They are under the immediate supervigion 
of T. Donnell, chief of the Secret Service 
Bureau at Omaha. 

Though the inquiry has only been in pro- 
ress here since Saturday. enough has been 
earned to warrant the belief that the swin- 
die has attainéd large proportions in St. 
Louis. ' 

There are thov6éands of cigar stores, in 
addftion to the big jobbing houses in the 
city, and to thoroughly inspect them ail 
will, is said, require several weeks’ time. 

It is almost impossible, the Governmnt 
authorities say, for other than an exper- 
jenced eye to detect the imitation revenue 
stamps. The design is faultless, although 
there is a slight defect in the engraving. 

William M. Jacobs, who is under arrest at 
Lancaster, charged with counterfeiting the 
stamps, employed 0 hands at his factory. 
His traveling salesmen are said to have 
sold the cigars in every city of impomance 
throughout the United States. 

In discussing the subject Monday. Mr. 
Grenner said: ‘‘It is the most collossal fraud 
practiced on the Government in years. I 
believe, however, that few, if any, dealers 
are implicated in it. They bought the ci- 
gars because they were cheap and of high- 
grade. They were sold in job lots at various 
yrices. A great quantity was disposed of at 

per 1000 and then retailed for 5 cents a 
piece. 

“One of the brands was La Rosa, which 
has been extensively sold iff the West. 
‘“"There are many others of high sounding 
names, which we deem it advisable not to 
mention for the present. 

While the dealers may not be prosecuted, 
since they were innocent purchasers, they 
will suffer heavy losses. In some instances 
the raid have materially depleted the dedl- 
ers’ stock, but we can’t help that. There 
are a number who will lose hundreds of 
dollars by their transactions with the Ja- 
cobs’ concern. 

“How long the country has been flooded 
with the svourious revenue stamps has not 
been determined. I judge enormous profits 
have been realizd by Jacobs on the clever 
scheme.”’ é 

Gen. W. H. Powell, Internal Revenue 
Collector in the Bast St. Louls District, 
has ordered a thorough overhauling of al] 
cigar stocks tn Southern IIlinols and the 
confiscation of all goods manufactured by 
William Jacobs of Lancaster, Pa., bearing 
counterfelt stamps. 

Deputy Collector CMarles Rogers found a 
1000 jot of the Jacob's cigars, ‘‘Romantic’”’ 
brand, in stock in Henry Albrecht's place 
on Broadway Monday morning. The lot 
was duly confiscated by the deputy. 

Albrecht says he bought the cigars from 
a St. Louis firm. 

“We will have no trouble in rounding up 
Jacob's agents in this section of the coun- 
try,’ sald Deputy Rogers. ‘‘The Govern- 
ment Secret rvice men are at work on 
the case here, and we expect to be tn charge 
of allof the Jacob's output In East Bt. 
Lovis and vicinity before the close of this 
week.”

HIS STRENGTH OVERTAXED. 


Police Thought He Was! Intoxicated 
and That He Had Been Drowned 
in Two Inches of Water. 


Dr. Otto F. Fischer of 2315 Pestalozzi 
street. performed an autopsy on the body 
of Walter White, Monday, and reported to 
Cofoner Lioyd that the man died of ty- 
phoid fever, and not from suffocation, as 
reported ‘by the police. Dr. Lloyd has or- 
dered an inquest to bring out any further 
facts. 

White was found Sunday evening lying, 
face down, in a smal! pool of water, not 
two inches deep, at the corner of Guetine 
and Arsenal streets. He was dead. The 
police detected the odor of alcoho! and ac- 
cepted the theory that he had been Intoxi- 
cated, fell into the water and smothered. 
Willlam Howard, of 3659 Morganford road 
said White had been to see him that after- 
noon, and had been drinking. 

Dr. Fischer made a thorough examination 
of the corps¢, and found an advanced case 
of what ts familiarly known as “walkin 
typhoid.”" There were traces of alcohol, 
but mone 80 pronounced as/to warrant any 
connection with the man’s death. 

The theory is that White drank enough 
to keep him on his feet, and when his 
strength was overtaxed he collapeed. 

He was single and boarded at 230 Nagel 
avenue. His home Is sa!d to be in Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., where he worked until recently 
as a plasterer.

BRILLIANT PHYSICIAN OF 
| BELLEVILLE SHOT HIMSELF. 


‘HE HAD A FATAL DISEASE. 


Slowly Starving to Death From en 
Abscess of the Lung Which Pre- 
vented Partaking of Food. 


Confronted by the certainty of death by 
lingering starvation, Dr. Charles R. Dake 
sent a bullet through his heart, at his 
home in Belleville Sunday evening. Death 
was instantaneous. 

The circumstancés wefe dramatic and 
full of pathos. His two beautiful daugh- 
ters were just going out to make a call, 
in company with a young man. His wife 
was standing with them in the hall. He 
had kissed them good night. Turning from 
the happy scene he entered the library and 
taking a revolver from a drawer placed the 
muzzie to his heart and fired. 

His youngest daughter had started back 
to again eay good night to him. Just as 
she reached the door the shot was fired. 

For some years Dr. Dake had been an 
invalid. Following an attack of pneumonia 
an abscess had formed in one of his lungs. 
He was supposed to have consumption, but 
this was not the case. The abscess was 
under the mucous membrane. It did not 
cause expectoration, but was constantly 
painful. 

The doctor traveled but obtained no per. 
manent relief. 

A few weeks ago his condition became 
much worse. He was unable to leave the 


house except for an occasional buggy 
ride, 

The last sustenance taken into the stom- 
ach caused sufficient distention to produce 
pressure upon the affected part, with ac- 
companying agony. 

He agreed with his physician, Dr. L. J. 
Bechtoid, that he could not live much lon- 
ger and that death would come from slow 
starvation. - 

For six weeks he had taken only the 
mmaliest portions of liquid nourishment. For 
10 days he had taken scarcely any of this. 

He said nothing to his wife ar daugh- 
ters to betray his intention, bu¢ without 
their knowledge he purchased a 32-caliber 
revolver and locked it in a drawer of his 
desk. , 

Sunday he was not noticeably worse than 
on the preceding days. His wife not realiz- 
ing the hopelessness of his condition, pre- 
pared a particularly tempting supper. 
When the supper bell rang he did not 
respond. He was called to the dining room. 
His daughters told him to look at the 
tempting eat which had been prepared 
for him. hey did not know it, but it 
caused him the keenest suffering. 

“I cannot eat it,” he said with a groan 
and turning away, left the roo. ; 

Their own appetites being dulled by dis- 
appointment, the wife and daughters 
scarcely touched the viands, to the prepa- 
ration of which s0 much loving care had 
been given. 

Presently Dr. August Bechtold, a son of 
Dr. Dake's physician, called and asked the 
two girls, Misses Mae and Grace, to go 
with him and pass the evening with his sis- 
ters at his home on East First street. 

The girls, their spirits revived, were in 
the hall donning their wraps. Mrs. Dake 
Was assisting them. The doctor came into 
the hall and’fondly kissed his daughters 
good-night, but did not say a word. 

Leaving them, he entered the library. 
They heard him unlock and open a drawer. 

Acting on an impulse, the younger daugn- 
ter, Grace, started back to the library to 
aguin say good-night to her father. 

Just as she reached the door there was 
a loud report, a death gasp, which all of 
them heard, and a heavy fall. Grace 
ecreamed and rushed into the room. The 
others ran after her 

Dr. Dake lay stretched on the floor with 
a revolver in his right hand. Dr. Bechtold 
felt his pulse to see if life remained. It 
had ceased to beat. 

The young man telephoned for his father. 
Dr. Bechtold, 8r., went immediately, but 
there was nothing he could do except try 
to comfort the weeping wife and daugh- 
ters. 

Dr. L. J. Bechtold said: “Dr. Dake surf- 
fered intensely. He realized that he would 
soon die from siow starvation and decided | 
to end it all. He bore his sufferings with 
the greatest fortitude. He deserves great 
credit for bearing them as long as he did. 
I do not mean to sanction suicide, but

Men Caught in Possession of Burglars’ 
Tools May Then Be Sent to the 
Penitentiary.

Chief of Detectives Desmond's burglary 
tool bill will doubtless become @& law be- 
fore the expiration of the present week. 
The bill has passed the Senate and has 
been recommended to the House by the 
Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence. 


The full text of the bfll follows: 

Any person who makes, mends, designs or sets 
up, or who has in his custody or SS ceca 
i tool. false key. lockpick. . " 
vor mo Seceneaye. punch, drill, ery 
any material. implement, instrument, or ot - > 
chanical device, whatsoever, adapted, des gned, 
er commonty used for breaking into any vault, 
safe, rail car, boat, vessel, warehouse, store, 
shop, office, dwelling house, oF door, “gay 
window of a building of any kind, shall be « ‘y 
of a felony, and upon conviction thereof shall _ 
punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
not less than two years nor more than 10 years. 

‘hief Desmond has devoted much time 
to advocating the passage of the bill, and 
when it is in force he is certain that bur- 
giary in St. Louis and throughout the State 
will receive the greatest set back ever ad-

“or souls the St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment has been hampered by want of leg- 
islation on this point. Men who were abso- 
lutely known to the police to be burglars 
and safe-blowers have beer arrested, lit- 
erally weighted down with tools to break 
into houses or blow safes. The fact that 
the police were active enough to arrest the 
culprits before they had committed the 
burglary prevented the burglar from re- 
ceiving the punishment tnat should have 
been his. ‘As there was no burglary proven 
nor no attempted burgilary, the police 
court was the only court in which a prose- 
cution, could be brought. And in this court 
the greatest charge that could be preferred 
was idling, and a conviction on this charge 
carried with it only a six month's Work- 
house sentence. 

The arrest of the two safe-blowers in the 
Hotel Junior by Detectives Tracy and Tuck- 
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held a meeting and definitely decided to 
refuse to march with their old comrades. 
A desire was expressed that the intention 
ecret. 
Oo the litter expressed condemnation for the
